Licenses Are to Be Revoked and 
Reissued Oniy After the Owners 
Have Successfully Passed an 
Examination Before Board 
of Examiners, 


An ordinance which revokes every au-

adopted by the ordinance committee, af 
Which Counci]man Ells is chairman, yes- 
terday afternoon, and will be presented 
to council with a favorable report next 
Monday afternoon. 

The speed limit is placed at 8 miles an 
hour within the fire limits and 158 
miles an hour ithout the Inner fire 
ilmite. 

The provision in the original ordinance 
Which required a bord of automobile 
Owners was stricken oyt 

The section providing for the revoca- 
tion of Hcénses for violations of the law 
Was also stricken, and in its place was 
Substituted a section which provides for 
a fine of $/00 for violating the auto- 
mobile ordinance and a sixty-day sus- 
Pension of license for the secend offense. 

The age limit for automobile operators 
was made at I6 instead of |I8 years. 

Thinks It an Improwment. 

Mayor Pro Tem. John H. Harwell. the 
author of the original automobile ordl- 
nance, when asked how he liked the new 
measure, said: 

“It ig a decided Improvement upon 
present conditions. However, I think the 
conimiuttee should have alloweg the bond 
to remain in the ordinance. If a father 
& bread winner, is killed by the reck- 
lessness of pleasure seekers, his family 
should at least be provided for financial- 
ly. That is the least that ought to be 
done. I think also the speed jimit should 
have been made. 12 miles an hour out- 
Side the inner fire Hmits, That is fast 
enough to.travel in the city.. I think the 
age limit should have been !8 years. 
Tiowever, as [I say, the measure that 
Will be presented for adoption is a great 
improvement. I am glad they left the 
caption and the repealing clause as Il 
wrote them.”’ 

When the ordinance committee 
bleqd yesterday afterngon at 3 o'clock for 
the purpose of acting upon the ordinance 
many members of the Atlanta Automo- 
bile Association were present. Théy were 
heard upon each clause. The ordinance 
that will be presented for adoption next 
Monday meets with the fullest approval 
of the automobile owners, and they 
stand pledged to obey it and aid in the 
enforcement of all its provisions.
